There are a fev suiorillat 
several factories Baking leather goods and uool proeesytig 
plants uhich are Boall operationst There is a conblne in 
Ulan Bator with mall factories Bating leather g9hds» mol 
products, canned seat and silk, glue, and bristle brbiibes* 
To sy knwladge there are no industrial ocaq»leaBS 8 vhl<h 
could be classified as either heavy or U^t Betallurglcal 
esteblishaenta. According to recent data available to » 
them are about 10, OCX) industrial vorkers In all of the MFS 
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aad 700 «f them are eaployed la the coal atnea of Nalallcfaa* 
It la poaalKLe that the figure of 10,000 ladnatarial vorkers 
ladndoa thoae Moagola are vorldng on the railroad eoHi- 
neotlBg Ulan Bator vith the TranB-Siberlaa Railroad.

Only lOgK of the populatian have had a prisaxy or secondaxy 
school education, 5^ have coo^dated hij^ school and only 
about 7$ have a university education (not necessarily grado- 
atea). Most all of the technical andbl|d*or thaa hl^ sdiool 
education for Mongols is oenduoted in Bn^t-MongOlian ASSK 
vi-tt a snail percentage being done in Moseov. It le poasibln 
to get advanee training in Ulan Bator In the field of odnea- 
tlon, history, nursing, nidulfery and subjeota of 

a Bon-tbchnd^ nature. Medicine, engineering, tee^logy, 
■athesDaties, nabxral aolenoes and pbysleal aclmeea are 
tan^t only under Sovirt spoaaorablp outeide the UPR. The 
govemnent of the MPR ie Making advanoea in the adneatlon 
field throng the organisation of a ttniverslty in Ulan Bator. 
In 1940-1941 the ntnber of Mongols going to Moseov for study 
vas about 2,000.
